A 860-unit hous- 
ing project on 108rd avenue has 
been proposed, but the plans, call- 
ing for 11-story buildings, have not 
been approved by the the Author- 
ity.”

| “Of the approximate 100 sub- 
standard rental units surveyd, 95 
percent had no bathing facilities, 
80 percent had no toilets, 70 per- 
cent had no hot water, and 50 per- 
|cent had no kitchen sink. As a re-

IAM Convention 
To Hear Acheson 
On September 9 


WASHINGTON (LPA) — Secre- 
tary of State Dean Acheson will 
address the Grand Lodge conven- 
tion of the International Associa- 
tion of Machinists, which opens in 
Kansas City Sept. 8. Acheson will 
speak the evening of Sept. 9. 

The address is expected to be 
broadoast over one or more nation- 
al radio networks. In addition, the 
IAM has invited all members of all 
unions in the Kansas City area 
to attend the session at the big 
Municipal Auditorium to hear the 
Secretary of State. 

In announcing the appearance 
of Acheson, IAM President Al 
Hayes said: “We are particularly 
pleased that the Secretary of State 
has selected our convention as a 
rostrum from which to make a 
major address on U. S. foreign 
policy. We believe that the foreign 
policy of the United States is the 
business of all American citizens 
including working people. Too 
often in the past we have been 
inclined to leave foreign policy 
matters to the professional diplo- 
mats and the bankers. The effects 


of foreign policy on our own lives|¥ 


and those of our families are now 
so direct and so important that la- 
bor can no longer afford not to be 
fully informed.” 

The convention will draw almost 
1200 delegates from 1879 local IAM 
lodges in the United States and 
Canada.

More Provisions in 


Following our policy of quoting 
excerpts from the new agreement 
through the medium of this col- 
umn we present the provisions 
covering working hours and over- 
time this week. 


“The working hours for regular 
full-time employes shall be forty 
(40) hours per week within six (6) 
days and a maximum of eight (8) 
hours in any theater day; with 
the exception of regular full time 
cashiers whose working hours 
shall be seven (7) hours within 
eight (8) hours in any single the- 
ater day.” 


OVERTIME PROVISIONS 


“The oveytime rate under the 
terms of this agreement shall be 
as follows: 

(a) For all work in excess of 
eight (8) hours in any one. day, 
time and one-half shall be paid, 
computed on a half hourly basis. 

(b) For all work in excess of 
forty (40) hours in any one week, 
time and one-half shall be paid, 
computed on a half hourly basis. 

(c) For all time worked on the 
seventh (7th) day, time and one- 
half shall be paid, computed on a 
half hourly basis. 

(d) For all work between the 
hours of 1 a.m. and 8 a.m., time 
and one-half shall be paid, comput- 
ed on a half hourly basis. 

(e) Cashiers shall be paid at 


time and one-half for all work in| 


excess of seven (7) hours in any 
theater day, computed on a half 
hourly basis.

jder the heading “Look Back to 
Sixties,” which caused labor peo- 
ple to chuckle and look forward 
to Fifties. 

“Guess the only Republicans left 
on the Trib are the Knowlands. 
Now even the Knave has gone 
Democratic.” 

Such was one irreverant com- 
ment. 

For the Sunday Knave quoted 
the California Mercantile Journal, 
published in San Francisco in 1860: 

“Abraham Lincoln is the Repub- 
lican candidate for the Presi- 
dency.” 

The Knave remarks: “Of this 
Mr. Lincoln the ‘Journal’ is dubi- 
ous.” 

To prove this, he quotes further 
from the California Mercantile 
Journal of 1860: 

“His (Abraham Lincoln's) fame 
until lately has been confined to 
the borders of his State, and his 
history is searched in vain for evi- 
dence of superior statesmanlike 
abilities, or even more than ordi- 


nary capacities as a political lead- 
er.” 

What labor people noted—and 
assumed that the Knave, now he's 
a good Democrat—had noted also, 
is the parallelism between Lincoln 
and Adlai Stevenson. Each before 
nomination was known, chiefly in| 
Illinois, each ran his campaign 
from Springfield, making it a 
household word throughout the na- 
tion, each was accused of not be- 
jing up tothe job of the Presidency.

any of their activities.”

YOUR ECONOMICS AND MINE: 
Money and Inflation 


Prepared and Distributed by State Federation of Labor 


For a long time economists have been looking for the 


causes of the ups and downs 


in the value of money. The 


Greeks, the Romans, the medieval philosophers all had their 
own explanations as to why money did not buy as much or 
would buy more at various times. 
The most famous explanation of monetary value changes 
oo .. 


has been the constructive the- 


ory of money first clearly 
stated a short time after Christo- 
pher Columbus discovered Amer- 
ica: the more money there is in 
circulation the higher prices will 
be; if the amount of money in 
circulation decreases, prices will 
tend to decrease. 

While economists at this time 
do not admit to such a simple ex- 
planation, all of them have to con- 
cede that the amount of money in| 
circulation is a powerful factor in| 
the process of inflation. In the 
United States in 1939 less than 
65 billion dollars of money was in 
circulation; by the middle of 1952) 
this figure had risen to 191 billion 
dollars. | 

These figures include not only 
currency and coin but also check-| 
ing accounts which are doing the 
lion’s share of the monetary work 
in our economy. 

During this great increase in the) 
volume of money, the Consumers’ 
Price Index of the Bureau of La-| 
bor Statistics, which is a pretty 
well accepted explanation of the 
dwindling value of the dollar, 


FEDERAL RESERVE 

Since 1933, the Federal Reserve! 
System has been the watch-dog of | 
the behavior of our commercial 
banks and of our monetary sta- 
bility in general. The twelve Fed- 
eral Reserve banks are privately| 
owned, but not run for profit, and| 
are supervised by a Board of Gov-| 
ernors whose members are ap-} 
pointed by the President of the} 
United States. 

The management of the individ-|

requirement tends to cut back the 
power of the commercial banks to 
create money by making loans; 
decreasing the reserve requirement 
has the opposite effect. 
Unfortunately, the maximum re- 
serve requirement which the law 
allows the Federal Reserve Board 
to impose has now been reached 
and Congressional pressure by 
commercial banks and «money in- 


|terests has succeeded in denying 


the Board sufficient additional 
powers. Therefore, more money is 
left free to contribute to inflation- 
ary pressures. 


During the past few years there 
has been a widening difference of 
opinion between the Federal Re- 
serve authorities and the U. S. 
Treasury Department in monetary 
matters. The Treasury Depart- 
ment would like to keep borrow- 
ing interest rates low and the mar- 
ket ready for potential govern- 
ment borrowing if and when nec- 
essary. 


The Federal Reserve System, on 
the other hand, emphasizes mone- 
tary stability through discourage- 
ment of inflationary borrowing 
even if this should make necessary 
higher interest rates for the gov- 
ernment. .
